The  speakers  will  be  Louis  Schweffel, 
Victor  Herewitz,  and  Joseph  H.  Katz, 
all  members  of  the  Synagogue.  They 
will  present  an  analysis  of  the  issues  and 
candidates,  and  will  lead  a  discussion 
following  the  formal  presentations.  Ar¬ 
rangements  for  serving  of  refreshments 
are  being  made  by  the  Hospitality  Com¬ 
mittee. 

The  major  lecture  course  will  begin 
on  Monday  evening,  November  11th,  at 
9:00  p.m.  and  will  continue  for  six 
consecutive  Mondays.  Rabbi  Kertzer’s 
general  theme  will  be  “Historic  Move¬ 
ments  in  Judaism.”  The  first  lecture,  on 
November  11th  will  be  entitled  “The 
Prophetic  Strain  in  Judaism.”  Also 
starting  on  November  11th,  there  will  be 
two  auxiliary  courses  beginning  at  8 
p.m.,  “The  Architecture  of  the  Prayer 
Book,”  to  he  given  by  Rabbi  Kertzer, 
and  a  course  on  Jewish  music  by  Cantor 
Putterman,  who  will  attempt  to  form  a 
regular  choral  group.  Previous  musical 
experience  is  not  necessary.  Registration 
for  all  courses  is  open  to  everyone,  re¬ 
gardless  of  Synagogue  affiliation. 

In  addition  to  the  major  Lecture 
series,  the  Adult  Education  Committee 
is  organizing  a  season-long  Institute  on 
Jewish  Affairs.  A  committee  composed 
of  Mr.  Harold  Starkman,  and  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  D.  Leonard  Cohen  will  be  in 
charge.  The  Institute  will  comprise  a 
series  of  seven  lectures,  to  be  given  one 
Friday  night  each  month  on  a  question 
relating  to  the  general  subject.  Topics 
and  speakers  will  be  announced  in  forth¬ 
coming  issues  of  the  Bulletin.

A  survey  by  the  synagogue  of  the 
membership’s  family  composition  is 
to  be  started  with  this  issue  of  the 
Bulletin.  In  order  to  plan  adequately 
for  the  needs  especially  of  the  younger 
people,  all  recipients  of  the  Bulletin 
are  requested  to  fill  out  the  enclosed 
postcard  and  return  it  to  the  Syna¬ 
gogue  office  immediately. 

It  is  expected  that  the  information 
gained  from  this  survey  will  enable 
the  Religious  School  to  establish  dis¬ 
cussion  groups  and  classes  among 
those  of  upper  high  school  age,  and 
those  who  are  collegiates  as  well, 
according  to  Saul  Godwin,  chairman 
of  the  School  Board.  A  Post-Confirma¬ 
tion  class  has  already  been  established 
under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  David 
Greenberg,  a  student  in  the  Rabbi¬ 
nical  School  of  the  Jewish  Theologi¬ 
cal  Seminary.

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From  Rabbi  Steinberg's  Desk 

One  habit  of  speech,  common  of  late, 
ought  to  he  corrected  as  promptly  as 
possible.  I  refer  to  the  phrase  “100,000 
displaced  persons,”  the  presumed  Jewish 
population  of  internment  camps  in 
Western  Europe,  on  whose  behalf  efforts 
to  open  the  doors  of  Palestine  are  now 
being  carried  forward. 

The  fact  is  that  the  number,  100,000, 
has  been  obsolete  for  almost  a  yeai .  d  he 
actual  total  of  Jewish  D.P.’s,  according 
to  Rabbi  Philip  S.  Bernstein,  adviser  on 
Jewish  Affairs  to  the  American  Army  of 
Occupation  in  Germany,  is  currently 
225,000,  and  is  mounting  steadily  as 
Jews  continue  to  flee  Eastern  Europe. 

Neither  we  nor  the  world  ought  to 
delude  ourselves  that  the  dimensions  of 
Jewish  homelessness  are  100,000  souls. 
Indeed  they  far  exceed  even  225,000. 
For,  in  addition  to  D.P.  s,  another  half 
million  Jews  of  Europe,  Moslem  lands, 
and  Asia  look  to  Palestine  for  deliver¬ 
ance  from  oppression  and  misery. 

Here  then  is  a  simple  test  of  the  ade¬ 
quacy  of  any  proposed  solution  of  the 
Palestine  impasse:  does  it  make  room 
for  150,000  Jewish  immigrants? 

“Eating  one’s  words”  is  not  usually 
a  pleasurable  occupation.  Yet  I  am  only 
too  happy  to  admit  the  falsity  of  one 
prediction,  on  my  part,  made  in  my 
Rosh  Hashanah  sermon. 

Discussing  a  recession  of  democracy 
in  America,  I  alluded  to  the  current 
trial  for  life  at  Lawrenceburg,  Tennessee, 
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Here  and  There

His  sub¬ 
ject  at  that  time  will  he  “Religion  in  the 
World  Community.”  Representatives  of 
other  religious  groups  will  participate  in 
the  series  of  symposiums  being  planned 
for  that  period.  On  the  same  day  that  he 
addresses  the  Lhiiversity  forum.  Rabbi 
Kertzer  will  address  the  local  Hillel 
Foundation  on  the  question  of  “The 
Fundamental  Beliefs  of  Judaism.” 

of  twenty-five  Negroes  who,  I  expressed 
the  misgiving,  were  almost  certain  to  be 
railroaded  into  conviction.  My  appre¬ 
hension  derived  from  the  accounts  of 
every  correspondent  covering  the  pro¬ 
ceedings. 

Apparently  all  of  us  were  guilty  of  the 
sin  of  being  “of  little  faith.”  Against  all 
expectations  an  all-white  jury  set  free 
twenty-three  of  the  twenty-five  accused. 

According  to  Vincent  Sheean  who  re¬ 
ported  the  trial  for  the  New  York 
Herald  Tribune:  “The  effect  of  the  ver¬ 
dict  .  .  .  was  stunning.  I  doubt  if  anyone 
in  the  courtroom  expected  the  result. 
.  .  .  The  verdict  was  the  kind  of  thing 
that  makes  us  realize  the  full  splendor  of 
our  destiny  as  a  nation.  .  .  .  Twelve 
citizens  .  .  .  were  able  to  rise  above  a 
really  terrifying  flood  of  hatred  let  loose 
in  the  courtroom  by  the  closing  speech 
for  the  state.  Where  did  they  get  the 
spirit  that  brought  in  this  verdict?  They 
got  it  from  the  whole  complex  of  Amer¬ 
ican  life,  which  is  still,  in  spite  of  many 
contradictions,  the  best  life  yet  achieved 
on  this  planet  for  masses  of  men.”

Children  Pledge 
on  Simhat  Torah 

The  Simhat  Torah  services  on  Thurs¬ 
day  and  Friday,  October  17th  and  18th, 
closed  the  High  Holy  Day  Season  for  the 
year  5707.  The  occasion  was  highlighted 
by  the  citation  of  Judge  Simon  H.  Rif- 
kind  as  Hatan  Torah  and  of  Emmanuel 
Rosenthal,  Secretary  of  the  Congrega¬ 
tion,  as  Hatan  Bereshith.  A  colorful 
ceremony  honored  these  two  men  for 
their  services  to  the  immediate  Jewish 
community  and  also  to  the  broader  field. 

On  Simhat  Torah  Eve  the  service  was 
designed  especially  for  the  young  chil¬ 
dren  of  the  Congregation.  In  addition  to 
the  traditional  parade  about  the  Syna¬ 
gogue  with  the  Torahs,  and  American 
and  Palestinian  flags,  a  special  feature 
was  introduced  for  the  first  time.  Each 
child  about  to  enter  the  Religious  or  the 
Hebrew  School  for  the  first  time  was 
called  to  the  altar  personally  by  the 
rabbis.  Here  each  child  pledged  his  or 
her  loyalty  to  the  American  nation  and 
to  its  people,  and  to  the  Jewish  cultural 
heritage  each  is  about  to  study.  Each 
child  was  then  presented  with  a  minia¬ 
ture  sefer  torah,  as  a  token  of  member¬ 
ship  among  the  students  of  Jewish  val¬ 
ues.  Candies  and  other  goodies  were  dis¬ 
tributed  to  all  children  present  at  the 
service. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  ceremonies 
on  Simhat  Torah  day  refreshments  were 
served  in  the  vestry  through  the  hospi¬ 
tality  of  the  Sisterhood.
